FALL TREATMENT OF 
SUMMER-FALLOW FOR SOIL 

Drift control 

The fall and winter period is 
often a tim e when serious soil 
drifting is experienced i n the 
“chinook” belt of southern Al- 
berta. It is, therefore, import¬ 
ant to give careful considera¬ 
tion to th e fall treatment of 
summer-fallow. A situation 
i'hat is of]ten met is that of fal¬ 
lows that are supporting some 
late weed growth especially 
where no cultivating has been 
done during th e period of flight 
of cut worm moths- in August 
and early September. Very 
frequently inquiries arc received 
at the station as to the advis¬ 
ability of cultivating such fields 
in the last half of Sep'.eml>er to 
destro ythis weed growth. Frost 
of sufficient severity to check 
this growth are usually exper¬ 
ienced i n September and so it 
is doubtful if ver v much growl h 
takes plar and moisture less i . 
experienced from these fall 
weeds, s» in the majority of 
cases it may b e best to leave 
annual weeds as a fall cover 
crop. This is true on ligrht sod 
but especially so on heavy flaky 
clay where other types of con¬ 
trol are quite difficult and espec 
ially if a g -od trash cover has 
not been maintained. In any 
event, there seems to ba little 
gained by fall cultivation t 0 de¬ 
stroy annual weeds. 

Fall listing is a good tyi>e of 
protection. Loam soils that arc 
not sufficiently protected by 
trash may bo materially improv 


ed by ridging with the duck- 
foot cultivator, but to he effect¬ 
ive the duck feet should lie run 
deepl v enough to bring up fresh 
or slightly lumpy soil A deeper 
furrow listing furnishes greater 
protection, however, and this 
can lie dene quite easily by 
placing three listing shovels on 
the ordinary sized mtivator 
from which the duck r eet have J 
licen rem oved. Th e land can be 
ridged with this implement very 
effectively with furro.vs about 
7 inches deep and approximat¬ 
ely 4 feet apart. This method 0 f 
listing requires the same a- 
mount of power as the ordinary 
duck foot cultivating and is us 
uall v quite effective on loan 
soils ami help.- aii\ soiil mater 
ially. Fall listing may be cspec 
ially desirable o n and when 
black summer tallows have bees 
conducted to destrly perennial 
weeds. Fall ploughing is also 
rosorl(-0 to by sorn- farmers to 
protect this type of; fallow, but 
it is more expensive than the 
listing. 

Sandy soils and heavy clay 
of i 'ersc, furr th the greatesi 
problem as ii extremely diffi 
cult to provide any amount of 
lump - structure or rough sur¬ 
face that will not break dove 
under severe drift conditions.. If 
staw is available foe fhe puip 
ose it may be quite desirable 
to scatter a light cover of straw 
over any parts of the field that 
reem to lie in danger of drift¬ 
ing. A load of straw on each 
two or three acres may save 
the field and if so, it is surely 
worth the effort and cost.
